The entrance to the Larchmont Charter School campus is just to the right of the main entrance to Selma Elementary.

Parkin g: Your best bet is probably going to be street parking. There are some meters on Cassil PI, just south of the 
school, that open at 8:00 AM (it is a tow-away zone prior to 8:00 AM). There are also meters on Selma Ave. Please 
avoid parking directly in front of the school (it’s a school parking only zone), or on Sunset Blvd (it f s a 
tow-away zone). 

Public Transportation: The school is located roughly in between the two Metro Red Line stations in Hollywood — 
Hollywood/Highland and Hollywood/Vine. It is slightly closer to Hollywood/Highland. Please allow for a walk of 10-15 
minutes.

Apryle, Jennifer, Kelsey, Rudy -1 have a feeling we may be starting with you all as people may have questions regarding 
what they can expect from the potential operator of the bridge housing facility.

Talkin g Points: 

• Approximate number of beds: 70+ 

• Male/female, adults only 

• Programmatic model: “Bridge Housing” (not what folks think of as a typical "shelter") 

• Though we do not yet have an operator, residents are pre-placed into the program. It will not be the type of program 
where people line up and are waiting to get in. 

• CD13 IDEAL: Focus will be made on homeless population within the immediate area of Hollywood. 

• The program will be temporary (until 2021, when the State Law governing declaration of a shelter crisis sunsets). 

• Long-term, Councilmember O'Farrell envisions housing on the site (affordable or permanent-supportive). 

• Operations: A recurring question is, “Will residents be forced to leave during the day, causing people to loiter in 
the neighborhood?” This is TBD, based on the operator; however, this type of operation would run contrary to CD13 
goals for the facility, especially given the design emphasis on “recreational space.” 

• 24/7 on-site security 

• Outside drugs/alcohol. This question will likely come up. Service providers, we will defer to you - how does this 
work in similar facilities? 

• On-site case management, restrooms, laundry, pet area 

• Neighborhood Security: Once the facility is in place, the surrounding area, including the school , will receive 
a CSI cleanup lx/week, and HOPE team 4x/week.
